and 
especia lly on the 
trea tment of that subject in the higher 
schools a nd univ ersities of Germa ny. 
“ The Motor Centers und the W ill” is a 
v ery able paoer, by Dr. Horsley, 011 one 
of the m ost subtile problems of physio 
logica l psyc hology, a nd well illustra tes 
the stea dy progress that is being ma de in 
unra v eling that mysterious subject. T bcie 
is biogra phy of President Pla yfa ir, with 
a portrait, and an unusua lly copious arid 
v aried mags of informa tion in the sev eral 
tabular depa rtments which close the m a g­ 
azine.

Thera are about twenty-five varieties of 
bread made nowa la ys and this does not in­ 
d o l e the light, nutritious loaves tha t our 
gra ndmothers knew so well how to bake, 
nor the crude, doug hy first efforts of Vas- 
sar graduates. 
Over l,OJl>,000 barrels of 
flour are sold a nnua lly for homs consump­ 
tion and two-thirds of this is made into 
bread. 
The 1,303 bakers in the city use 
600,00'J bar els. 
A barrel of good flour will 
ma ke from 270 to 280 5-cent loaves, and ths 
best flour is the cheapest to use. 
Philadel­ 
phia bakers, as a rule, use choice brands 
and mix four grades to g et the rig ht alloy, 
so to speak—two “ Minnesota springs” a n 2 
two “ Indiana winters.” 
Some bakers, par­ 
ticula rly those who make the best brands of 
bread, only u^e one g ra de of spring whea t 
and two of winter. 
In the olden time yeast 
was made of malt, potatoes and hops, and 
it i » still largely use l. 
The bakers of fa ncy 
breads use a pa tent yellow 
compressed 
yeast. 
STEAM BAKERIES. 
There are seven large stea m bread bak 
eries in the city, 
g iving employment to 
300 or 400 band-;. 
One largo esta blishment 
ma nufa cture! tho different va rieties of Vi­ 
enna brea I exclusively. 
It is made of the 
best flour and milk instead of water is used 
to mix the flour. 
Tho ba king is done in air­ 
tig ht ovens and the steam g enera ted in ba k­ 
ing settles back on the bread instead of es­ 
caping. 
This makes the outer cru-d thin 
and tender and g ives the bread a peculiarly 
rich ta-ito and 
plea sa nt aroma. 
Vienna 
bread is sold a t a better price than th® or­ 
dinary water bread and ma ny fa milies will 
use no other. 
A recent invention in bread is what is 
kn .wn in tho trade as ‘‘stea m.” 
It is made 
of t e very Le.,t fl *ur and baked in air- 
tig! t pans tha t enclo-e it on all hide« . 
It is 
thu ha kel in its own stea m and has a fine 
llav r. 
The tin» mould it into a sym m et­ 
rical loaf about twelve inches in length, 
perfectly round and >quared a t the ends. 


VARIOUS TRADE NAMES. 
On ly two bakers in the city mak9 Boston 
brown bread, which is composod of yellow 
corn and rye meal sweetened wuth molasscr» 
or brown su ;nr. 
One baker devote» his a t­ 
tention to w'hut is known as aorated bread. 
This is ma nufa ctured a ltog ether by steam 
and i- peculiarity light and spongy. 
While 
in course of 
preparation 
the doug h is 
charged with carbonic acid gas, which ron- 
deie tho bread lig ht without detra cting in 
a ny way from its nutritious qualities. 
Dys- 
pep.ic» can eat it without inconvenience. 
U.,e of the most popular breads is a round 
com. net loaf, which is known in the trade 
as “ h« ;mc-made.” A small qua ntity of white 
corn 
meal i; mixed with the flour, which 
makes the I rea l firm and 
moist nnd ren­ 
ders it possible to keep it several da ys in a 
fresh condition. 
The » Schwartz and Kimrnel bread, which 
is fuund on the lunch counter of every beer 
saloon and i, much prized and almost exclu­ 
sively eaten by the Germans, is made of 
black rye. 
Its ma nufa cture is confined to 
the small German 
bakers. 
Two or three 
J ewi-li bakers ma ke the wafer-like Pa ssover 
bread, 
which is eaten by tho faithful J ews 
during the gr*» at fen» t froiu which it takes 
its name. 
The large baker» have u va riety of trade 
names for their goods, 
such us Vienna, 
steam, cream, cr *am French, cream Vienna, 
home-made, bran and rye, breakfast mils, 
finger rolls. Vienna rolls k a i s e r semmel and 
kipfols. 
Among the 
bakers of 
cheaper 
breads their goods are classed as 
rolls, 
twists, box and brick. 
Tho long and square 
Vienna leave» and their 
various imitations 
ure most oaten. 


THE BAKERS’ HARVEST. 
During the fall and spring months is the 
bakers’ harvest time. 
In summer peupls 
ea t loss an 1 thou» ands lea ve tho city.

winter hot « uik« *» for breakfast and muffins 
for toa are made a t homo and ma ny bak * 
their own bread.
